New York, May 11.—For ten years 
there lave been families high in New 
York social circles who bave trembled 
at the cheery roum! of a postman's 
whistle in the street. 

For a decade innocent-looking let- 
| ters to a husband or wife in a dwel- 
ling where everything seemed serene 


brought the home tumbling about the 
occupants like a house of cards. 

New York society lay in the grip 
of a writer with a “poison pen,” and 
suffered in silence, fearing the more 
terrible disclosures that would follow 
if they appealed to law and its sub- 
sequent publicity were made. 

Nine wealthy and prominent fami- 
lies went on the rocks at the instances 
of a malicious penman telling tales 
to husband or to wife. Some of the 
recipients of the poisoned missires 
were driven to madness; two to sui- 
cide. 

The writer or writers of 147 scur- 
tilous letters known to have been re- 
ceived during these years—and the 
authorities believe there were hun- 
dreds of others never told about— 
came from the same circles as the vie- 
tims, moved among them, associated 
with them socially and in a business 
way, 

Disclosure of Scandal. 

Disclosure of this stupendous s¢an- 
dal, which has rocked the city’s social 
structure to its foundation, came Fri- 
day following indictment of George 
Maxwell on a charge of forgery and 
sending a scurrilous letter through 
the mails, 

Maxwell is president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, a man prominent in 
social and artistic circles, He is at 
present in Europe, and through his 
attorney, Nathan Birkan, has dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the “poison 
pen” letters, otber than to point out 
that his wife, from whom he has been 
separated for some time, herself re- 
ceived such a missive. 

Extradition of Maxwell to answer 
the charges against him will be sought, 
and fought. But developments at the 
district attorney's office indicate 
Maxwell is far from being the only 
man under suspicion; that should he 
clear his name of the accusations, the 
authorities, now that the case has 
come into the open, will have others 
against whom they can ask indict- 
wenfs.

NARCOTIC TRIAL ENDS 
IN ACQUITTAL VERDICT 


Dr. C. E. Murphey Tells Why 
He Prescribed for Drug 
Addicts. 


A verdict of acquital Friday brought 
to an end the trial of Dr C, E, 
Murphey, Atlanta pbysician, charged 
witheviolation of the federal narcotic 
act, which began on April 25. The 
physician bad been accused in 118 


Only three minutes was spent by 
the jury in deliberation when it re- 
ceived the case shortly before 1 o'clock 
Friday afternoon.

The case was 


Johnson, assistant district attorney. 
Reviews Situation. 

In discussing the trial after he was 
freed, Dr. Murphey reviewed the situa- 
tion which arose in Atlanta when the 
city physician discontinued the issu- 
ing of narecotie prescriptions to ud- 
dicts. 

“Every doctor has a few incurable 
addicts,” he said. “‘When the city re- 
cently shut down on the treatment of 
addicts, many of them flocked to me. 
For three months I cared for them. 

“During the trial the state asked 
its witnesses bow long they bad visit- 
ed me, and they testified three months, 
and that as a rule they paid me noth- 


ing 


I wanted to turn the patients back 
to the citv, and when the city did 
not take the patients back I did not 
cease my attention to them until they 
had secured doctors to take charge 
of their cases. 

Did Not Know of Case. 


“At the time narcotic officers asked | 


me if I desired to give up the pa- 
tients because of the case being made 
against me, and I informed them I was 
not aware of any case being made 
against me. 

“Of the physicians who testified 
against me all were from other states, 
with the exception of one. Atlanta 
physicians who testified for me said 
that in practically all the cases which 
the city had been prescribing for for- 
merly, morphine was necessary. 

“Five of the drug patients died 
shortly after I quit prescribing for 
them when they were given a reduced 
supply of drugs.”

Washington, ~- May’ 11.—Appoin'- 
ments to four offices having to do 
with the railroad industry, three to 
the railroad labor board and one to the 
interstate commerce commission, were 
made today by President Harding. 

To the labor board: the president 
reapppointed R. M. Barton, of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Horse ker, o° 
Chicago, as representatives of the pub- 
lic and railroad management groups, 
respectively, and named FP. F. Grable. 
formerly grand president of the United 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Employees and Railway Shop Labor- 
ers as a representative of laber, On the 
interstate commerce commission the 
executive appointed Frank McMan- 
amy, of the District of Columbia, 

The appointment to the labor board 
had been awaited since April 15, when 
a vacancy in each of the three groups 
composing the board had been brought 
about through expiration of the terms 
of office of Judge Barton and Mr. 
Baker and of Albert Phillips of the 
labor group. 

Merits of Candidates. 

The president,.it was understood, 
decided some time ago on the appoint- 
ments to the labor and management 
groups but desired to weigh carefully 
the merits of several candidates for 
the vacaney on the public group be- 
fore making a selection. Among those 
who had been represented as under 
consideration for this vacancy were 
former Representative Volstead, of 
Minnesota, and Governor Edwin P. 
Morrow, of Kentucky. 

Judge Barton was appointed to the 
board for a term of three years by 
President Wilson in 1920 and was 
the board's first chairman. He is a 
democrat and prior to taking a place 
on the board was a member of the 
Tennessee senate and judge of the 
Tennessee court of chancery appeals 
and of civil appeals. 

Mr. Baker, whose name with those 
of four others was submitted by the 
railroad managements as a possible ap- 
pointee, was general manager of the 
Southern railway’s western lines prior 
to his appointment to the board by 
President Wilson at the same time 
Judge Barton was named.

An amendment to the propose! 
measure introduced in council last 
, Duval! 
and Councilman J. A. Couch, provid- 


‘ing for screening of vegetable anc 


produce carts and prohibiting them 
from parking on the city streets 
longer than 10 minutes in one place, 
was yoted by the ordinance commit:

“That all peddlers of fruits, wege- 
tables and other food products likely 
to attract flies, who may sell or offer 
for sale the same anywhere within 
the city of Atlanta, shall have their 
trucks securely screened so as to pre- 
vent the ingress of flies or access by 
the same to articles of foo contained 
in boxes or other receptacles. 

“The term ‘peddler’ as used in this 
section shall be construed so as to ap- 
ply to all persons selling or offering 
for sale in the streets, any fruits, 
vegetables or other food products, 
either purchased for resale or the 
product of their own labor, whether 
licensed by the city or not, and wheth- 
er said articles be sold or offered 
for sale from wagons, automobiles, 
trucks or other vehicles or from tem- 
porary stands in the streets.”
